It passed an ordimance for a bond issue 
of $1,750,000. If thisis approved by the voters 
at the November election, when it will be 
submitted to them on a referendum, the way 
will be clear for active work in creating the 
south line of the great oe quadrangle 
of the city plan. 

The cost of broadening Twelfth street from 
Michigan avenue to Ashland avenue was 
estimated by the court commissioners at 
$8,000,000. That part of the expense not borne 
by the city will be assessed upon owners of 
property adjoining and near to the big thor- 
oughfare. The range of the assessments 
varies from six blocks to two miles, accord- 
ing to the benefita received. It is believed 
the levy will bes completed this year.

Senator Dixon was asked how the Progrés- 
sives could reconcile the repudiation of De- 
neen With the fact that he bad been nom- 
inated at a @irect primary. Answering that 
there had been 4 political revolution since 
the primary he added: 

“Gov. Denéen received 34 per, cent of the 
Republican votes at the primary in this state, 
President Taft received 29 per cent. That 
vote was heavier than the vote in the off 
year election of 1910 and I believe I am safe 
in saying that Gov.

CONFERENCE WITH DENEEN. 

Springfield, III., July 22.—[Special.}—The 
committee of five authorized by the progres- 
sive conference at Chicago last Tuesday to- 
day called on Gov. C. 8. Deneen, Secretary of 
State C. J. Doyle, Attorney General William 
H. Stead, State Auditor James S. McCullough, 
and Andrew Russel, the Republican nominée 
for state treasurer. 

The committee propounded this question to 
each of them, as a regular Republican candi- 
date in the coming state election: 

Will you support William H. Taft or 
Theodore Roosevelt for the presidency ?” 

Gov. Deneen issued a formal statement, 
@enstrued immediately by the committee as 
a refusal to come into the open for Roose- 
velt, and therefore a quasi statement, ‘he 
would be compelled to work for Taft as the 
only Republican regular candidate. 

Mr. Doyle said he would work and vote for 
the Republican ticket, inasmuch as he wag 
not a direct primary nominee. 

Attorney General Stead, in a definite decla- 
ration, pledged his support to the entire Re- 
publican ticket from top to bottom. 

This was duplicated in a verbal b 
by State Auditor McCullough. 

Mr. Russel failed to give his forma) state- 
ment to the press. He made a statement to 
the committee of five and departed from 
Springfield without leaving a copy of his ob- 
servations. 


@ Oglesby to Remain Regular. 

Lieut. Gov. John G. Oglesby was nat in 
Springfield. He was communicated with by 
long distance telephone at his home in Elk- 
hart. His reply was that he remains reg- 
‘ular, and that he stands with hie associates 
om the regular state ticket.

Expects a Third Ticket. 

Following the declination of the candidaies 
who were questioned the committee of five 
issued a statement. This statement said 
in substance that obviously there will be 
a National Progressive state ticket in III. 
nois, although probably there will be no new 
county tickets 

The real answer will be returned by the 
progressives when the state convention is 
held in Chicago on Aug. 3. The committee 
today made no effort to forecast what the 
state convention will do. 

It is an absolute certainty that there wil! 
be a bitter fight in the state convention of the 
progressives over the proposition of nom- 
inating a third state ticket. The frequent 
long distance telephone messages between 
Chicago and Springfield carried many vary- 
ing ideas. 

It is charged that the Deneen forces will at- 
tempt to control the progressive convention 
and stave off a third ticket. Some of the 
governor's closest friends are insisting to- 
night, on the other hand, that the best thing 
that can happen to him, under the circum- 
stances, will be to have a third ticket nom- 
inated on Aug. 3d. 


Third Ticket Possibilities. 
Immediately after the state officials gave 
out their statement talk turned to the pos- 
‘sibility of who will be the third candidate for 
‘governor. It was said that B. F. Harris of 
‘Champaign would be the likely candidate, 
but developments here tonight indicate that 
Mr. Harris is not disposed to enter the race.

New York PERERA Seek

NEW EVIDENCE FOUND. 


Real Perpetrators of Crime 
Known to Officials and Cap- 
ture Is Expected Shortly. 


— 


New York, July 22.—[Special.]—The inves- 


tigation into the Rosenthal murder had ad- 
vanced so far today that the district attor- : 


ney and Deputy Police Commissioner Dough- 
erty could name the men who were in Forty- 
third street in Shapiro's gray car—the men 
who are wanted for the actual murder. 

These men are Dago Frank, one of the 
most desperate gangsters the east side ever 
produced a than who has boasted of killings 
and who has lived by blackjack and pistol; 
Harry Valten, a gambler; Lefty Louie, 
Whitey Lewis, and Harry Horwitz, notorious 
under his gang name of Gib the Blood.“ 

These are the men who fied town on Tues- 
day, and who—some of them at least—are be- 
lieved to have sought refuge in the gang 
holes of Chicago. They are the men that 
Dougherty is after. : 


Has “Squealer” in Gang. 

As for the others now under arrest—Wi- 
liam Shapiro, part owner and driver of the 
gray car used by the murderers; Louis Libby, 
his partner; Jack Rose, who collected the 
gangsterg after affidavit work for Lieut.

Congress, by refusing to vote supply, at 


army and navy, may strip the republie 
naked and defenseless before the world. 

That congress ever should do this is, of 
course, anthinkable. Yet congress can 
accomplish an almost equally destructive 
thing. It can follow a policy of restric- 
tion and retrenchment, of penny wise par- 
simony and short sightedness and falla- 
cious ecohomies so that our defenses will 
be progréssively undermined, our material 
imperceptibly reduced below the level of 
safety, our army and navy depleted in 
numbers and, what is more important, in 
morale, 

The sudden dramatic relinquishment 
of our naval and military establishment 
would be less ‘hurtful than this fast 
named process of neglect. * The former 
immediately would be challenged by the 
common sense and common caution of the. 
American people. Congress would be ve- 
toed overwhelmingly and at once, because 
the people would know. But the process 
of neglect goes on in most respects by 
piecemeal, and the people's interest is not 
aroused, nor is the significance of each 
retrenchment borne in upon them. Hol- 
low generalities in political platforms con- 
ceal the weaknesses of actual policy and 
practice, and the damage spreads without | 
being perceived, except by the services 
and by observers who realize the vital 
importance of military preparedness and 
the necessity of continuity in policy if we 
are to be prepared. ) 

The attitude of the present Democratic 
majority in the house, both as to naval 
and military policy, has been consistently 
reactionary. It is fortunate that this fact 
has been illustgated by so conspicuous an 
act as the halting of our moderate naval 
building program. The refusal to provide 
for the two battleships called for by this 
program makes a sharp issue which 
wakes the interest of the whole nation. 
The navy enjoys the advantage of being 
our first line of defense. It has been of 
late a picturesque object of patriotic 
pride. It is fortunate in being above the 
amateur fallacy which obscures our 
thinking about military efficiency. No 
one, even in congress, thinks that we can 
man and arm a few passengey-and freight 
boats and call it a navy, though many of 
us hug the delusion that if we are pre- 
cipitated into a war we can make an 
army out of a horde of patriotic civilians 
before the enemy can land on our shores. 

The navy, in fact, is at this great ad- 
vantage, that it is supposed to keep off 
invaders, so that an army will be un- 
necessary. Of course this is nonsense. 
The navy might delay invasion and make 
it tremendously costly. But that it is 
large enough to patrol our whole coast 
and sweep the two oceans for a length of 
time is not a feliance which sensible 
Americans should cherish. 

Nevertheless, the nd vy is our first line 
of defense, and upon its adequacy and 
efficiency a great deal depends. We are 
not prepared for war. The neglect of our 
military establishment makes it especially 
imperative that in case of war invasion 
at least be delayed and made as difficult 
as possible, and this consciousness on the 
part of the American people supports the 
protest of the Republicans and some 
Democrats, chiefly in the senate, against 
the folly of the Olark-Underwood house 
organization. 

The refusal to build the two battleships 
is without reason or excuse. In the pres- 
ent development of first power navies it 
will leave the United States seriously at 
a disadvantage. Our coast is much 


is, moreover, so divided that our navy 
must be, or should be, divided, 

Our national insurance against war 1s 
now none too heavy. The reduction of 
the navy is not approved by the people. 
That was recognized in the Baltimore 
platform.

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. RDINARILY the liver comes dowa 
as low as the edge of the ribs, 
about three inches to the right of 
the median line. Therefore, when- 
ever it swells it must push down- 

rd. 

The volume of the liver changes con- 
stantly. It is a great blood reservoir and 
its volume is changed by change in the 
amount of blood within it. Its own cells 
increase and decrease in size according to 
the work they do, and this changes the 
size of the liver. 1 

The liver is a favorite place for the 
storage of surplus food, Man is a provi- 
dent animal. Socially, he hoards his treas- 
ure in savings banks, warehouse bins, and 
cold storage houses. But what he learned 
in a social way as he emerged’ from sav- 
agery, his body cells had always practiced. 
This statement is true of almost every 
principle of community, life. For exam- 
ple: When a man eats more than he 
needs the surplus is converted into easily 
burned fat and stored in the liver tissues 
toward the possibility of a “rainy day.” 
The liver is one of the most elastic and 
most serviceable of these great ware- 
houses, 

— ; 

As the liver enlarges trained fingers 
can easily feel it pushing downward be- 
low the ribs and under the softer muscles. 
Amongst people in hot climates the liver 
nearly always swells in August and Sep- 
tember. It comes a half inch farther be- 
low the ribs than in cold weather. This 
condition of hot weather liver enlargement 
is almost the rule in the people of the gulf 
states and is frequent even as far north 
as Chicago. 

The question comes up, Is this the re- 
sult of the heat? If not, to what is it 
due? The answer is, It is ‘not due to the 
atmospheric temperature, bat is due to 
eating too much. 

A building engineer runs his fires so as 
to make steam for the elevators and heat 
for the radiators. In summer time he uses 
less coal and carries less steam, because 
the radiators are not in use. When the 
thermometer is over 85 a man needs little 
steam in his radiators. If he continues 
to eat cold weather rations the surplus 
piles up somewhere, The favorite some- 
where is the liver. 

i oe 

When, In August and September, a 
man finds his liver swollen—or his physi- 
cian finds it for him— be commonly takes 
a course of calomel “to tauch his liver.” 
A wiser course would be to stop eating 
until he has burned up his surplus, in 
the méantime taking milder laxatives. Of 
course, the really wise plan is to cut down 
his food beginning June 1, and thus pre- 
vent his liver from swelling.in August. 

Now, everybody knows the desire for 
food lessens in hot weather. People who 
eat ravenously are willing to nibble in hot 
weather. Many péople know much eating 
makes the heat worse—increases the dis- 
comfort from the heat. But the habit of 
eating is so strong that many people eat 
too much in spite of these two considera- 
tions. It may help some of these to con- 
trol themselves to know that the swollen 
livers of hot weather are due to overeat- 
ing, and that a large liver, persisted in, 
means eventual organie or functional dis- 
ease.

INFECTION THROUGH MILK. | 

Mrs. A. F. writes: The papers have 
stated that recently there was much sickness, 
especially throat diseases, caused by impure 
milk, all from one dairy. The name was not 
given, but since then I have learned it. In 
February a friend of mine over 50 years old 
died of what seemed streptococcus throat 
infection. Her tongue was highly swollen, 
bluish red, and stuck out of her mouth. 
She was ill only three days. Also in Febru- 
ary other friends of mine lost their only 
child, 5 years old, who had been guarded 
as carefully as a mother’s love could guard 
her greatest treasure. The disease started 
with highly swollen tongue, later developed 
into erysipelas and highly swollen gland on 
the left side. The child was i!] only six days. 
Both families used certtfied milk which was 
delivered by the same dairy concern.

tococcus infection also come from other 
food?” 


REPLY, 

1. Not from the milk {teelf, assuming that there 
was nO substituting. There might have been 
some infection through the handling of the bottles 
by an ftnfected driver. 

2. Yes, Some cases in this epidemic did not use 
milk at all, and some und mil from other dealers. 
In the case of any milk borne epidemic a certain 
numder ef contact cases develop. In a certain 
number of cages reading is not by the main 
cause but by secondary causes.

On the day following his arrival he was 
present at a large dejeuner given in his honor 
by Prince and Princess Murat at their man- 
sion in the Rue de Monceaux, and in the 
evening he dined with the former member 
of the chamber of deputies, Gauthier de 
Glagny, at Versailles, returning by auto- 
mobile to Paris in order to catch the mid- 
night train for Belgium, where he now has a 
large country place close to the French 
frontier,

The French government hes been well 
aware of these visits, as was inevitable in 
view of the close watch kept on his move- 
ments, while through the illustrated papers 
his somewhat pecullar features, bald head, 
and enormous mustache are tolerably fa- 
miliar to everybody. 

The authorities, though, have prudently 
closed their eyes to the whole affair, partly 
by way of showing their contempt for any- 
thing that Prince Victor can do as a pre-

Yet when any crowned head ventures to 
invest in native industrial, commercial, or 
financial schemes he is not only assailed 
for favoring certain concerns at the expense 
of others but ise even accused of misusing his 
influence as sovereign to promote the enter- 
prises in which he has embarked his money.

Some two or three years ago Prince Maxi- 
milian von Fuerstenberg, the principal crony 
and chum of the kaiser, and a multi-mil- 
Hoinaire, formed, at the suggestion it ts said 
of his imperial friend, a syndicate, together 
with Prince Christian of Hohenlohe, the 
Duke of Ujest, and a number of equally 
wealthy members of the great German no- 
bility, in order to engage in a banking busi- 
ness designed to finance all sorte of tmpor- 
tant German enterprises, notably those of 
whipbullding and shipowning. 

Among their projects was the conversion 
of Emden into a great seaport for ocean 
Hners and the establishment of a fleet of 
vessels for trade with the United States 
and South America. 

When last month their application for a 
charter was turned down it wat at once as 
serted in many of the most important Ger. 
man papers that the refusal was dus to the 
personal influence of the kaiser, owing to 
the fact that he had some 88, 000, 000 invested 
fn the shares of the Hamburg-American and 
North German Lloyd lines. 

They recalled that a number of years ago 
one of the naval aids de camp of the emperor 
resigned that office and went on half pay 
as far as the navy was concerned in order 
to accept a seat on the board of directors of 
the North German Lloyd company. 

It was aaserted at the time that the object 
of his move was to enable him to look after 
the emperor’s interests as one of the biggest 
shareholders.

Hammerstein to Quit London? 


(BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE] 


LONDON, July 22.—Oscar Hammerstein is 
uncertain as to whether he will continue to 
give opera in London. He confirms the report 
that he lost $200,000 last season, and says he 
must have financial assistance if he is to con- 
tinue. 

Despite his losses, he says the prospects for a 
good autumn and winter season are bright, if 
the project is backed by sufficient money to put 
the opera house in a position of permanent pros- 
perity in a comparatively short time. 

He adds, however, that the undertaking will be 
hopeless without cotperation, as he would have 
to involve himself in many heavy contracts. 
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6600 a Year for Retired Ministers. 

RETIRED minister of the gospel should 

be able to live on $600 a year. IF “he has 

an income equal to this amount, he 

should not ask nor be given aid by the 

church. This was the decision reached 
by a committee of the Methodist Rock River 
conference at the Desplaines camp meeting yes- 
terday. 

A plan was adopted by which retired min- 
isters possessing an annual income above this 
specified amount will be prevented from receiv- 
ing any money contributed by the Rock River 
conference for the support of- ite retired min- 
isters until after a . support is given 
to all who are in need. { 

The committee that met on the camp ground 
and decided on the plan had for its members, 
Rev. A. T. ‘Horn, De Kalb, III.; Rev. William 
Craven, Chicago; Rev. W. J. Libberton, Chicago; 
Rev. J. Clayton Youker, Lake Bluff, and Rev. 
W. L. Whipple, Libertyville. 

“The plan adopted,” said Dr, Libberton, who 
has been a member of the board having the dis- 
tribution ofthese funds for the past twenty- 
eight years, provides for asking the direct 
question of each applicant, ‘Do you have an 
income of $600 or over?’ If he answers ‘yes’ 
and then declines to relinquish his claim vol- 
untarily his case will be brought publicly be- 
fore the conference, and he will have an oppor- 
tunity to present his case, and then final action 
will be by the conference itself.” 

Dr. Libberton has been prominent in the 
discussion of the support of retired ministers, 
and secured a ruling by the last general con- 
ference of the denomination making it possible 
to prevent a minister possessing means from 
receiving additional funds until every needy 
case was disposed of. 

“There are only a few men in the church 
who object to the legislation proposed,” Dr. 
Libberton said. “The large majority gladly 
relinquish any claim in behalf of their poorer 
brethren, but there are a few rich ministers 
whose action brings discredit on the whole, 
and it is these few who are causing all of the 
trouble.”

‘Commeree Commission Makes 
| Rule to Prevent Shortages. 


PREPARES FOR HARVESTS. 


* 


Orders Railroads to Route Foreign“ 
Cars Toward “Home” System. 


An order recently issued by the interstate 
commerce commission is expected to provide 
plenty of cars for the movement of the antic- 
ipated bumper crops next fall. It becomes 
effective Sept. 1 and requires the railroads 
to furnish sufficient equipment to handle the 
traffic of the shippers. ö 

The order is the direct result of a com- 
plaint made to the commission by a coal 
operator, who declared that the IHinois 
Central would not supply him with cars 
enough to handle his shipments to St. Louis. 
The railroad replied it would have had 
enough cars if its cars had been returned 
promptly by the Missouri Pacific, instead of 
being used in that company’s service. 

This furnished the commission with an 
idea: Instead of taking direct action against 
the Illinois Central, it issued a general order 
covering the situation. The railroads are 
taking steps to meet this order by changes 
in the rules of the American Railway asso- 
clation which have just been adopted and 
become effective Sept. 1. 


Must Route Cars “Homeward.” 

Generally speaking, the changes adopted 
require that foreign cars must be loaded in 
the direction of their home road or over the 
road which delivered the car to the holder 
thereof, or by a route which allows the 
owner to participate in the through rate. 

Until the latter part of 1911 roads whose 


occasionally resorted to embargo against 
roads which persistently failed or neglected 
to return cars within a reasonable time. 

The new rules provide for the establish- 
ment of a commission by the Railway asso- 
ciation to supervise the handling of freight 
cars and the observance of the rules. Any 
railroad, after notice to an offending line, 
may refer to this commission cases of per- 
sistent delay or apparent persistent misuse 
of cars. The commission is empowered, 
upon investigation, to impose a fine for a 
violation of the rules. 

Another important change in the rules proposed 
at the last meeting of the railway association pro- 
vides for a flat rate of, 45 cents the year around. 
A letter ballot is now being taken on this amend- 
ment which will clos} on Aug. 1. 


Roads Urged to Co-Operate. 


Coiperation on the part of the shippers by a 
prompt unloading of their shipments is urged in 
letters that will be mailed to shippers in all parts 
of the country by the American Railway associa- 
tion within a few days. 

A conference of the temporary board of the See 
America First association will be held at 2:30 
o’clock this afternoon in room 1856 of the Trans- 
portation building at Dearborn and Harrison 
street, to which representatives of the newspapers 
and various magazines have been invited. 

The interstate commerce commission yesterday 
handed down an opinion in which it holds that if 
railroad companies maintain tarif zones they 
must not @iscriminate against shippers within sub- 
stantially the same distance from a market. The 
opinion grew out of a cage against the Chicagoand 
Northwestern. The commission held that the 
Northwestern must extend what is known as the 
Fox River tariff sone, which is approximately 
fifty-five miles from Chicago, te tte sand industries 
at South Beloit, Ill, ninety miles from Chicago.
